Three hundred sisters and brothers 
came together infront of the Alameda 
County Court House last Saturday to 
show solidarity with political prisoners, 
All the organization and planning for the 
rally was done by women; setting up the 
microphones, fiddling with the sound 
equipment, leading the rally and 
speaking, 

When some of us got to the rally we 
were suprised by how many of our 
brothers had come. At first we were 
defensive about being set apart from our 
sisters. Then the all women’s Gorilla Band 
marched to the front and began the rally 
singing "Bread and Roses”, We were 
excited by the solidarity of a group of 
sisters looking strong, singing a song 
which working sisters sang decades ago. 

We found that unlike alot of rallies we 
had attended in the past where men were 
the dominant speakers, we listened to the 
sisters who spoke to us: They were Fay 
Stender, Soledad lawyer; Danna James 
from Los Siete; Aubrey Jones from the 
Black Panther Party; and Carol Kurtz 
from the Red Family. 


The Panther sister made one of the 
most important points in the rally when 
she ran down what was happening in New 
Haven and how white radicals had not 
been successful in educating white 
Amerika to its racism. At the Bobby 
Seale/ErickaHuggins trial, 9 out of 10 
white people being questioned as 
prospective jurors admitted they believed 
them to be guilty. 

The women’s movement, Carol Kurtz 
said, had for a time left anti-imperialist 
organizing to men, concentrating on 
issues felt most directly by white women. 
Now we understand that we must work 
for the liberation of everyane, that none 
of us are free until all of us are free. 

We need new forms to organize 
women around anti-imperialsim. We felt 
that most of the rally was very 
traditional; we sat while one person at a 
time spoke to us. Men have organized lots 
of rallies in this form, few have been 
effective. One of the strongest points in 
the growth of the women's movement has 
been its innovative character. 

Another failing was that no former 
women prisoners spoke at the rally. The 


women that did speak, failed to mention 
white women who have been imprisoned 
for their revolutionary activities. This 
oversight was all the more glaring in light 
of the arrest of 6 alleged bombers in New 
York earlier in the week-three of them 
were women. Their bail is the highest of 
any that white movement people have 
received. 

Besides the Gorilla Band the other 
high points were when the street theatre 
did its skit and when Maria sang. She sang 
her own songs, beautifully different from 
the bastardized pop songs or chants that 
usually as movement songs. Maria 
invited all of us to sing a song with her 
dedicated to Ericka— we all screamed, 
sang, yelled “FREE ERICKA"!! 

We felt that the main value of the rally 
was that it set a precedent for women 
working together. Most of the faces were 
familiar-movement people you always 
see at rallies, so it appears that the 
attempt to attract new women to the 
rally failed. It is clear that revolutionary 
women must address themselves to the 
masses of their sisters in new ways if we 
are to be successful. `

Four black 
Sacramento colony, Oak Park, are being

tried on charges of murder and 
conspiracy to murder a white pig. 
Bernard Bennett was fatally shot by a 
sniper last May 9. 

The four brothers were arrested within 
three weeks of the shooting. Originally, 
there were seven suspects. Charges on two. 
were dropped on grounds of insufficient 
evidence. Th spect, Lamont 
Rose, , was i itio 
other felony charges on him from seven 
months before, including possession of 
stolen property, forgery, and assault and 
battery. His lawyer worker a deal with 
the pigs. They've dropped all the charges 
against him; he, in turn , has become the 
star witness for the prosecution. 

Rose has been given only conditional 
immunity with respect to his testimony. 
That means that if he should have a 
change of heart, the pigs will prosecute 
him, with a probable addition of a 
perjury charge if he tries to alter his 
story. He. has already testified that he 
overheard “ a plot", But an early slip 
revealed his animosity toward two of the 
defendents, Teamer and Cabrallis. He 
admitted that two days before the 
shooting they'd threatened to kick his ass 
if he didn't stop pushing dope to young 
kids. 

Rose bears obvious resemblance to 
George Sams in the New Haven Panther 
trial. His mental competence is doubtful 
since he suffered brain injury in an 
accident and still has a steel plate in his 
skull. In response to questions about his 
drug use and visions, his testimony has 
been ludicrous. (He told the court, for 
example, that in a recent car accident he 
had swerved to avoid hitting "elephant 
brains and a giant” which had walked in 
front of his car; he couldn't give the color 
of the giant). 

The DA coached him in seven sessions 
before his court appearance, and a pig 
sergeant worked as a virtual private tutor 
in trying to get his story straight. (the 
sergeant admitted meeting with him on 
twenty different occasions.) The pigs’ 
exploitation of Rose is as vicious as the 
frame-up itself. He is being used in an 
attempt to railroad four brothers to the 
gas chamber. 

The case has received scant attention, 
but its significance is comparable to that 
of Los Siete. Let's make the same effort 
that freed Los Siete and liberate the Oak 
Park four.

On December 20, we are coming 
together, to celebrate the 10th 
anniversary of the N.L.F. at Ho Chi Minh 
Park in Berkeley.

In 1965 the U.S. faced a major 
decision in Vietnam-intervene on a 
massive scale or get out. After five years 
of fighting, the N.L.F. had led the people 
of South Vietnam to final victory over 
the U.S, counterinsurgency 
campaign--only to face an even more 
deadly form of aggression in the massive 
intervention of the U.S. Army, Navy, and 
Air Force, Then, we were hesitant, not 
realizing our own opposition was a 
significant force against U.S. imperialism. 

Now we know better and we are! 
stronger, And again there is a crisis, The 
N.L.F. knows that the Thieu-Ky-Khiem 
regime cam be knocked out in a matter of 
weeks, But it has also seen in Nixon's 
reckless invasion of Cambodia, the POW 
cammando raid, and recent terror 
bombings of North Vietnam that Nixon is 


quite capable of drowning his defeat in 


blood of a starkly escalated air war. 
Maybe even a remote-controlled air war 
that would bring the radioactive curtain 
down on Southeast Asia. (After all, he 
passionately pleaded for just that after 
Dien Bien Phu). the NLF knows that to 
deter this madness, our action is decisive. 

We are coming together to celebrate 
our peace with the Vietnamese people. 
We must also come together to now and 
in the crucial months ahead to enforce 
that peace-by any means necessary. 

The celebration will be at Ho Chi Minh 
Park, Telegraph and Stuart, (Willard 
School in case of rain) this Sunday at 1 
p.m. There will be music, plays, dance, 
films, Vietnamese food, and whatever trip 
you and others bring to add to the spirit 
of the occasion. Bring all kinds of things. 


Bring yourself and your loved ones to 
Ho Chi Minh Park to CELBRATE the 
birthday party. 


A day after the celebration, an Isla 
Vista landmark was attacked. Monday 
night a bomb exploded outside the I.V. 
braneh of the new, improved Bank of 
Amerika, causing minor damage. 


If the people will it, the Alameda 
County Welfare Department will not be 
able to fuck over Food Stamp and 
welfare recipients for too many more 
days. 

In last week's Tribe there was an 
article about the proposal made by the 
White Panther Party and a delegation 
from the community to bring volunteers 
in to work so that there would no longer 
be the excuse "We have a bureaucratic 
backup because of the lack of personnel 
and you won't get your Food Stamps for 
two months." The people would go in 
and do the work to see that everyone 
who applied for aid would get it — 
immediately. 

Since that article appeared a Tribe 
brother was invited to speak at the State 
Executive Council meeting of the welfare 
workers union. He told them of how 
people were starving or going to jail for 
petty theft because they weren't getting 
their Food Stamps or aid. “The people 
are angry and will noL stand for this shit. 
any more. We are preparing now to come 
into your offices with enough people who 
will be ready to do the work to see that 
we get the food and money that is ours!” 

“We are asking you to support this. 
Not passively, but actively! We want you 
to organize around this issue and work 
for its implementation. But if you don’t 
support this, if the administration tries to 
stop us, we're coming in anyway." The 
union’s response was an unanimous 
resolution in support of the proposal and 
each county local was directed to present 
and implement this demand to its 
respective administration. 

In addition, the brother was invited to 
speak at the Alameda County local's 
meeting this Thursday night to present 
the same proposal to the membership. It 
is expected that they will be as 
enthusiastic as their local president, Bob 
Gerstenlauer. 

What is needed now is the aetive 
support of the people in the form of 


volunteers who are prepared to go to 
work in the welfare offices to see that the 
work gets done. The tentative plans call 
for the people to go into the offices one 
day in the next week or two to start 
work.

We wondered where we were .... VC 
flags flying, posters in windows, posters 
on telephone poles, huge colorful wall 
paintings — red, blue and yellow 
everywhere. 

Isla Vista was celebrating the tenth 
anniversary of the NLF and the town 
looked like liberated territory. The 
celebration, the first of its kind, was 
called by a group of people in response to 
the need for increased support of the 
NLF, and to understand and relate our 
struggle to theirs. 

The mood of LV. after the riots has 
been toward community organizing. But 
a lot of people in LV. became overly 
conscious of Isla Vista as a unique 
community, not making necessary 
associations between community 
organizing as opposed to political struggle 
on a national and international level. 

The celebration combined a heavy 
political focus (flags, films, speakers, a 
special NLF celebration issue of Strategic 
Hamlet) with free food, music, and wine. 
The idea of the food and music was to 
emphasize the fact that both the 
Vietnamese and ourselves are building 


illegally. It will probably be necessary for 
us to go in es of the 
obstructionists who would have us starve, 
But experience has shown that they 
usually back down when the community 
is organized. We will be more than 
organized, we will have the active support 
of the workers, 


Free labor is slavery! Once in there 


cultures as well as armies. 

There wasn't a lot of energy generated 
— the crowd was expecting airection 
from the speakers, and not from each 
other. The organizing was done by a small 
group of people, and as a result they were 
so bogged down in shitwork (getting 
bands, food, paint, publicity) that they 
somewhat lost the spirit and meaning of 
the celebration. 

Had more people participated in the 
organizational process, then perhaps the 
main theme of the celebration would not 
have been so understated, People came to 
celebrate the tenth anniversary, but they 
became spectators, because there was 
virtually no way for them to participate. 
There was the traditional 
speaker/audience format. 

‘There has been a tendency everywhere 
to concentrate on an accumulation of 
masses at political events, rather than 
stressing community participation. 

This weekend Berkeley is going to 
celebrate the anniversary of the NLF. 
Perhaps we can learn from the 
experiences in I.V., and initiate new 
forms emphasizing active participation.

EW MORNING — 
CHANGING WEATHER 


[received by LNS Dec. 10] 

This communication does not 
accompany a bombing or a specific 
action. We want to express ourselves to 
themassmovement not as military leaders 
but as tribes at council. It has been nine 
months since the townhouse explosion. 
In that time, the future of our revolution 
has been changed decisively. A growing 
illegal organization of young women and 
men can live and fight and love inside 
Babylon. The FBI can’t catch us; we’ve 
pierced their bullet-proof shield. But the 
townhouse forever destroyed our belief 
that armed struggle is the only real 
revolutionary struggle. 

It is time for the movement to go out 
into the air, to organize, to risk calling 
rallies and demonstrations, to convince 
that mass actions against the war and in 
support of rebellions do make a 
difference. Only acting openly, 
denouncing Nixon, Agnew and Mitchell, 
and sharing our numbers and wisdom 


together with "nep and brothers” 


will blow away the fear of the students at 
Kent State, the smack of the Lower East 
Side and the national silence after the 
bombings of North Vietnam. 

The deaths of three friends ended our 
military conception of what we are doing. 
It took us weeks of careful talking to 
rediscover our roots, to remember that 
we had been turned on to the possibilities 
of revolution by denying the schools, the 
jobs, the death relationships we were 
"educated" for. We went back to how we 
had begun living with groups of friends 
and found that this revolution could leave 
intact the enslavement of women 
women did not fight to end and change 
it, together. And marijuana and LSD 
and little money and awakening to the 
black revolution, the people of the world. 
Unprogramming ourselves; relearning 
Amerikan history. The first 


demonstration we joined; the first time 
we tried to convince our friends. In the 
wake of the townhouse we found that we 
didn't know much about each others’ 
pasts —— our talents, our interests, our 
differences. 

We had all come together around the 


militancy of young white people 
determined to reject racism and U.S. 
exploitation of the third world. Because 
we agreed that an underground must be 
built, we were able to disappear an entire 
organization within hours of the 
explosion. But it was clear that more had 
been wrong with our direction than 
technical inexperience (always install a 
safety switch so you can turn it off and 
on and a light to indicate if a short circuit 
exists.) 

Diana, Teddy and Terry had been in 
SDS for years. Diana and Teddy had been 
teachers and both spent weeks with the 
Vietnamese in Cuba. Terry had been a 
community organizer in Cleveland and at 
Kent; Diana had worked in Guatamala. 
They fought in the Days of Rage in 
Chicago. Everyone was angered by the 
murder of Fred Hampton. Because their 
collective began to define armed struggle 
as the only legitimate form of 
revolutionary action, they did not believe 
that there was any revolutionary motion 
among white youth. It seemed like black 
and third world people were going up 


, against Amerikan imperialism alone.

Two weeks before the townhouse 


| explosion, four members of this group 


had firebombed Judge Murtagh's house in 
New York as an action of support for the 
Panther 21, whose trial was just 
beginning. To many people this was à 
very good action. Within the group, 
hewever, the feeling developed that 
because this action had mot done 
anything to hurt the pigs materially it 
wasn't very important. So within two

weeks’ time, this group had moved from 
firebombing to anti-personnel bombs. 
Many people in the collective did not 
want to be'involved in the large scale. 
almost random bombing offensive that 
was planned. But they struggled day and 
night and eventually, everyone agreed to 
do their part. 
MILITARY ERROR 


At the end, they believed and acted as 
if only those who die are proven 
revolutionaries. Many people had been 
argued into doing something they did not 
believe in, many had not slept for days. 
Personal relationships were full of guilt 
and fear. The group had spent so much 
time willing themselves to act that they 
had not dealt with the basic technological 
considerations of safety. They had not 
considered the future: either what todo 
with the bombs if it had not been 
possible to reach their targets, or what to 
do in the following days. 

This tendency to consider only 
“bombings or picking up the gun as 
revolutionary, with the glorification of 
the heavier the better, we've called the 
military error. 

After the explosion, we called off all 
armed actions until such time as we felt 
the causes had been understood and acted 
upon. We found that the alternative 
direction already existed among us and 
had been developed within other 
collectives. We became aware that a group 
of outlaws who are isolated from the 
youth communities do not have a sense 
of what is going on, can not develope 
strategies that grow to include large 
numbers of people, have become “us” 
and "them." 

It was a question of revolutionary 
culture. Either you saw the youth culture 
that has been developing as bourgeois or 
decadent and therefore to be treated as 
the enemy of the revolution, or you saw

it as the forces which produced us, a 
culture that we were a part of, a young 
and unformed society (nation). 

In the past months we have had our 
minds blown by the possibilities that 
exist for all of us to develop the 
movement so that as revolutionaries we 
change and shape the cultural revolution. 
We are in a position to change it for the 
better. Men who are chauvinists can 
change and become revolutionaries who 
no longer embrace any part of the culture 
that stands in the way ofthe freedom of 
women. Hippies and students who fear 
black power should check out Rap 
Brown’s Die Nigger and George Jackson’s 
writings. We can continue to liberate 
and subvert attempts to rip off the 
culture. People become revolutionaries in 
the schools, in the army, in prisons, in 
communes, and on the streets, Not in an 
underground cell. + 

Because we are fugitives, we could not 
go near the Movement. That proved to be 

se we've been everywhere 


the TV news of our bombings with 
neighbors and friends who don't know 
that we're Weatherpeople. We are often 
afraid but we take our fear for granted 
now, not trying to act tough. What we 
once thought would have to be some 
zombie-like discipline has turned out to 
be a yoga of alertness, a heightened 
awareness of activities and vibrations 


around us —— almost a new set of eyes 
and ears. 
MASS MOVEMENT 
Even though we have not 


communicated about ourselves 
specifically before this, our actions have 
said much about where our heads are at. 
We have obviously not gone in for large 
scale material damage. Most of our 


“actions have hurt the enemy on about the 


same military scale as a bee sting. But the 
political effect against the enemy has 
been devastating. The world knows that 
even the white youth of Babylon will 
resort to force to bring down imperialism. 

The attacks on the Marin County 
Court House and the Long Island City 
Jail were because we believed that the 
resistance and political leadership that is 
growing within the prisons demands 
immediate and mass support from young. 
people. For all the George Jacksons, 
Afeni Shakurs and potential 
revolutionaries in these jails, the 
movement is the lifeline. They rebelled 
expecting massive support from the 
outside. 

Demonstrations in support of prison 
revolts are-a major responsibility of the 
movement, but someone must call for 
them, put out the leaflets, convince 
people that it is a priority. We are so used 
io feeling powerless that we believe pig 
propaganda about the death of the 
movement, or some bad politics about

ago, when Bobby Seale was ripped off in 
Chicago and the movement didn't 
respond, it made it easier for the pigs to 
murder Fred Hampton. Now two Puerto 
Ricans have been killed by the pigs in the 
New York jails, in retaliation for the 
prisoner rebellion. What we do or don’t 
do makes a difference, 

It will require courage and close 
families of people to do this organizing. 
Twos and threes is not a good form for 
anything —— it won't put out a 
newspaper, organize a conference on the 
war, or do' an armed action without 
getting caught. Out power is that together 
we are mobile, decentralixed, flexible and 
we come into every home where there are 
children who catch the music of freedom 
and life. 

The women and men in jails are POWs 
held by the United States. When an 
Amerikan pilot is shot down while 
bombing North Vietnamese villages, he is 
often surrounded by thousands of people 
who have just seen their family and 
homes destroyed by the bombs he was 
delivering. Yet the man is not attacked 
and killed by the Vietnamese but is cared 
for as a prisoner. Nixon is now waging a 
last-ditch moral crusade around the 
treatment of those Amerikan War 
criminals to justify all his impendi 
atrocities. 

The demonstrations and stri 
following the rape of Indochina and the 
murders at Jackson and Kent last May 
showed real power and made a strong 
difference. New people were reached and 
involved and the governemnt was put on 
the defensive. This month the bombings 
could have touched off actions expressing 
our fury at double-talking Laird and his 
crew -— war research and school 
administrators and traveling politicians 
are within reachof our leaflets, our rallies, 
our rocks, Women’s Lib groups can find 
in Nguyen Thi Binh a sister for whom 
there is love and support he

“reaction suppressive fire horseshit. It 


seems that we sometimes forget that in 
Vietnam strong liberated women and men 
live and fight. Not as abstract guerrilla 
fighters, slugging it out with US. 
Imperialism in Southeast Asia, but as 
people with values and loves and parents 
and children and hopes for the future. 

People like Thai, a fighter in the 
People's Liberation Armed Forces who 
was in Hue during Tet and at Hamburger 
Hill a year later, or Than Tra, an 
organizer in the mass women's 
organization and the students' movement 
in the cities, who had not seen her lover 
in nine years. They travelled for a month 
to come to Cuba to meet with us, to sing 
and dance and explain how it is in 
Vietnam, There is nothing brutal or 
macho about guns and bombs in their 
hands. 

We can't help thinking that if more 
people knew about them, the anti-war 
movement would never have allowed 
Nixon and Agnew to travel to so many 
cities during the past election with only 
the freaks at Kansas State and the people 
of San Jose to make our anger at his 
racism known to the world. 


FORMING NEW FAMILIES 


The hearts of our peopie are in a good 
place. Over the past months, freaks and 
hippies and a lot of people in the 
movement have begun to dig in for a long 
winter. Kent and Augusta and Jackson 
brought to all of us a coming of age, a 
seriousness about how hard it will be to 
fight in Amerika and how long it will take 
us to win. We are all beginning to figure 
out what the Cubans meant when they 
told us about the need for new men and 
new women. 

People have been experimenting with 
everything about their lives, fierce against. 


the ways of the white man. They have 
learned how to survive together in the 
poisoned cities and how to live on the 
road and the land. They've moved to the 
country and found new ways to bring up 
free wild children. People have purified 
themselves with organie food, fought for 
sexual liberation, grown long hair. 

People have«eached out to each other 
and learned that grass and organic 
consciousness—expanding drugs are 
weapons of the revolution. Not 
mandatory for everyone, not a gut-check, 
but a tool —— a Yacqui way of 
knowledge. But while: we sing of drugs 
the enemy knows how great a threat our 
youth culture is to their rule, and they 
employ their allies —— the killer—-drugs 
(smack and speed) —— to pacify and 
destroy young people. No revolution can 
succeed without the youth, and. we. face 
that possibility if we don't meet this 
threat. 

People are forming new families. 
Collectives have sprung up from Seattle 
to Atlanta, Buffalo to Vermont, and they 
are units of people to trust each other 
both to live together and to organize and 
fight together. The revolution involves 
our whole lives; we aren't part-time 
soldiers or secret revolutionaries. It is our 
closeness and the integration of our 
personal lives with our revolutionary 
work that will make it hard for 
undercover pigs to infiltrate our 
collectives. It’s one thing for pigs to go to 
a few meetings, even meetings of a secret 
cell. It’s much harder for them to live ina 
family for long without being detected. 

One of the most important things that 


has changed since people began working 
in collectives is the idea of what 
leadership is. People —— and especially 
groups of sisters — don't want to follow 
academic ideologues or authoritarians, 
From Fidel’s speeches and Ho's peoms 
we've understood how leaders grow out 
of being deeply in touch with 
movements. From Crazy Horse and other 
great Indian chiefs we've learned that the 
people who respect their tribe and its 
needs are followed freely and with love. 
The Lakotas laughed at the whites’ 
uppointing one man to be chief of all the 
Lakota tribes, as if people wouldn’t still 
go with whichever leader they thought 
was doing the right thing! 

Many of these changes have been 
pushed forward by women both in 
collectives with men-and in all-women's 
collectives. The enormous energy of 
sisters working together has not only 
transformed the movement internally, 
but-when it moves out it is a movement 
that confuses and terrifies Amerika. When 
asked about the sincerity of Mme. Binh’s 
proposals, Ky says, “Never trust'a woman 
in politics.” The pigs refuse to believe 
that women can write a statement or 
build a sophisticated explosive device or 
fight in the streets. But while we have 
seen the potential strength of thousands 
of women marching, it is now up to 
revolutionary women to take the lead to 
call militant demonstrations, ‘to organize

flag. to make it hard for Nixon and Ky to 
travel around the country ranting about 
POWs the same day that hundreds of 
women are being tortured in the prisons 
of South Vietnam. 

It's up to us to tell women in Amerika 
about Mme. Bihn in Paris; about Pham 
Thi Quyen, fighter in the Saigon 
underground and wife of Nguyen Van 
Troi; about Mme. Nguyen Thi Dinh, 
leader of the first South Vietnamese 
People's Liberation Armed Forces unit 
uprising in Ben Tre in 1961; about Celia 
Sanchez and Haydee Santamaria who 
fought at Moncada and in the Havana 
underground; about Bernadette Devlin 
and Leila Khlaed and Lolita Lebron; and 
about Joan Bird and Afeni Shakur and 
Mary Moylan here.

The New York pigs have busted a 
dozen brothers and sisters in a little over 
a month on charges relating to bombings. 
The first six were busted in early 
November. The pigs’ raids didn’t net 
much: material for making bombs, 
equipment for forging draft cards, maps 
of New York and Chicago. The Bronx DA 
handling their indictments stated he had 
"reason to believe" that four of the six 
were “connected with the Weathermen.” 
In other words, the phone tap (court 
approved, not an invasion of privacy!) 
revealed a call between them and an 
alleged Weatherman. 

The six are not charged with 
attempting any bombings, only with 
conspiracy. Even so, bail was originally 
set at $5,000 and $10,000, later reduced 
to $500 for the two women involved and 
$5,000 for the men. The link to 
Weatherman seems dubious, but the pigs 
are clearly trying to make two points. 
The first is to cover up their total 
inability to catch real Weathermen, their 
incapacity to penetrate the fugitive 
underground, their incompetence in 
finding those responsible for real 
bombings (especially the explosion at 
Police Headquarters last June). The 
second is to convict six people who have 
done nothing by manufacturing a lot of 
sensational publicity associating them 
with Weatherman. 

This same strategy has been followed 
in the case of six other sisters and 


The Seattle Conspiracy trial took a 
particularly fascist turn this week. It 
began and ended on Monday, when five 
defendants were sentenced to a year in 
jail on two counts of contempt, and the 
other two were sentenced to six months. 

Friday morning was a typical winter 
day in the Seattle/Tacoma area, with cold 
winds and rain pouring down. Despite the 


weather, about 50 Conspiracy 8 
supporters were waiting outside the

brothers ripped off on December 4 as; 
they moved on the First National City} 
Bank on the Upper East Side. The’ 
Manhatten DA, Frank Hogan, who has’ 
personally failed to find more bombers 
than any other DA in the country, 
paraded the six before TV cameras twice 
and said they were all Weathermen (they 
are Not!) before they'd even had a chance 
to get lawyers. 

The formal indictment charges Robin 
Palmer, a movement veteran of scores of 
street fights and several busts, with being 
“a member of, and recruiter for, the 
Weatherman faction" of SDS. His lawyer, 
Hank di Suvere, has known him for years 
and represented him in most of his fifteen 
arrests. The majority were dismissed, and 
the heaviest conviction led to a fine of 
$250. At the arraignment, di Suvere 


related all this, said that Robin had 
always appeared in court and would 
continue to do so. The result: bail set at 
$250,000. 

The other five had bail set at $50,000 
each. So the six won't see daylight unless 
we can find a half a million bucks. Three 
had no prior record, and only one had 
served any time. The heavy bail —— 
probably the heaviest ever laid on white 
revolutionaries —— comes from the 
Assistant DA’s contention that part of 
the “conspiracy” was to jump bail if bail 
were given. He asked for no bail, but the 
impossible bail set serves the same 
function while calming down the liberals 
who would have freaked at a total denial 
of a fundamental constitutional right. 
None was set originally, but when it was 
clear that thé trial would not come

courthouse in Tacoma. Trouble began 
when the supporters were refused entry — 
Jeff Dowd pounded on Judge Boldt's 
door. Other defendants pushed by the 
marshals and managed to let some people 
in. And in the process, 10 supporters 
were busted for disturbing the peace, 
unlawful assembly, and resisting arrest. 
Six of those were also busted for second 
degree assault. 


Meanwhile, Chip Marshall was

explaining their actions to the jury, when 
the judge walked in screaming that they 
had influenced the jury. He took 
advantage of the situation, and knowing 
the prosecution was in trouble, called a 
mistrial. 

The prosecution’s evidence had been 
looking weaker all the time. Much of it 
depended on the fact that all the 
defendants had conspired together. Since 
Joe Kelly was in Cook County Jail at the 


quickly (since there-was no confession, as 
there had been in the case of Sam 
Melville), the outrageous sums were set as 
a sop to the defense lawyers. 

The six-page indictment is unusually 
precise, specifying dates and locations of 
various meetings, dry-runs, etc. It is the 
work of an undercover pig, identified as 
John Doe at the arraignment, identified 
by the movement as Steve Weiner, a 
former member of the Crazies (also 
infiltrated by George Demmerle, the pig 
who busted Sam Melville and Jane 
Alpert). How this pig gained the 
confidence of our brothers and sisters is 
unclear. Other movement folks have 
offered a lot of hindsight about how they 
never trusted Weiner, how he failed to 
deal with chauvinism and sexism, never 
seemed part of the culture; but they do 
not appear to have taken steps to make 
others aware of the risk involved in 
working with him. It’s a harsh lesson for 
all of us. 

Our sisters at the RAT are helping to 
organize the defense of the New York 
Six. The case comes up again on 
January6, when pretrial motions will be 
filed. We should show our support before 
then and, if possible, contribute to the 
enormous needs of the defense fund. 


time, this was naturally impossible. 
About eighty people were busted the day 
. not one of the defen 

busted at that time. Even the jury is very 
disbelieving — one woman juror had 
stood up several days before and accused 
the judge of disrupting the trial, Needless 


to say, she was removed from the jury.” 


Meanwhile, one prosecution witness said 
that he would lie if he had to in order to 
get the defendants a jail sentence. (This 
man is Parker, the pig infiltrator of SLF, 
who is the only circumstantial witness the 
prosecution has.) 

The defendants were told they were in 
contempt Friday, and they were ordered 
to go back on Monday for sentencing. 
When contacted Friday night, they said 
they expected to get two weeks. They got 
to court Monday morning to find 40 
marshals and almost as many FBI agents 
guarding the judge. 

The judge read the sentences — six 
months for all the defendants except Sue 
Stern — and the defendants and their 
supporters exploded. The defendants tore 
up their contempt citations, and the pigs 
proceeded to mace and teargas the entire 
courtroom. As a result, all the defendants 
except Mike Lerner got another six 
months. They have appealed to the San 
Francisco District Court of Appeals (No. 
9), because Judge Boldt will not set any 
bail for the defendants. This particular 
court is known for not appealing 
anything which comes their way. Judge 
Boldt’s reason for not setting bail is that 
each and all of the defendants will go 
underground, leave the country, or 
otherwise become fugitives, which will 
put the people of Amerika in danger and 
jeopardy. Chief Prosekutor Stan Pitkin 
also vacuously stated that the defendants 
had made threats on Boldt's life, and also 
said that the courthouse would be 
bombed. 

So, this mockery of a trial and the 
whole judicial system has come to a 
temporary halt, and the Conspiracy 8 
defendants have been kidnapped by the 
pigs. At this point, no one has any idea 
when the "trial" will continue. 


Pigs Shoot 
Gay Brother 


A town meeting of Bay Area gays has 
been called for tomorrow (Saturday) at 
3:00 p.m. at the Stud, 1535 Folsom 
Street, the hip gay bar that was the scene 
of a shooting by police only last Saturday 
morning. 

The meeting has been called by the 
Berkeley Gay Liberation Front to plan a 
response from gays to what eye-witnesses 
reported as an apparently pre-meditated 
harrasment of the Stud clientele gathered. 
in front of the bar at the 2 a.m. closing 
time. It resulted in open gunfire and the 
wounding of a brother who tried to leave 
the scene in his car. 

Charles Christman, 27, was last 
reported in fair condition at San 
Francisco General Hospital after being hit 
at least once by police gunfire. Christman 
was driving his ear from the scene when 
he either bumped or came close to 
bumping an officer who was in the street 
to disperse the crowd. His car was then 
rammed by a police car just arriving, and 
police then opened fire at the car. 
Christman left the car, ran down the 
street, and was hit by a bullet at least 
once, in the ankle, as police chasing him 
fired a number of times. 

Police charged, and the straight press 
reported, that Christman deliberately 
tried to run down the officers including 
the officer that other eye-witnesses say 
“may or may not have been bumped or 
brushed by Christman’s Toyota.” Thus, 
in addition to being shot, he was charged 
with five counts of assault on police 
officers with a deadly weapon.

Christman was merely trying to drive his 

Toyota through the congested area, and 

was having difficulty since a police car 

which had arrived was parked at an angle 
in the street. 

“Tt was the first known case of police 
gunfire at a gay bar in 25 years in this 
country,” reported Rev. Michael Itkin of 
Gay Lib. ‘The eyewitness reports, 
collected by the Gay Switchboard the 
day following the incident, confilicted all

report as it was carried in the straight 
press. 

“The best we can put together from the 
reports that were given us from among 
the fifty or so people who were out in 
front of the bar,” said Jim Rankin of the 
Switchboard,^was that the crowd, if 
anything, was samller than the usual 
weekend closing-time crowd.” 

The straight press ran the police 
account which said that a patrol car with 


two officers arrived when it was noticed 
that a large crowd of around 125 young 


men had gathered in front of the Stud, 
and was pouring out into the street, 
blocking three lanes of traffic. 

One eye-witness report (of the eight 
generally concuring reports taken by the 
Switchboard) indicated that a police car 
was parked at the scene with its spotlight 
directed at the Stud as the closing hour 
crowd began to develope when 2 a.m. 
rolled around. 

“Many in the movement are highly 
suspicious,” Rankin said, “That it was a 
case of premeditated police harrasment. 
We want to know why they suddenly 
come down on what was just a usual, if 
not smaller than usual, closing-hour 
gathering and why it happened at the 
Stud, only one of over sixty gay bars in 
the city, We suspect that they chose the 
Stud because, as one brother says, ‘It’s 
the gay hip bar where the vibes are good 
and the beautiful strong sounds transform 
themselves into a free feeling of energy 
release — this was too much for the pigs 
to leave such a beautiful scene alone.’ ” 
The Stud has broken the traditional 
oppressive gay bar patterns 

There have already been two riots 
resulting from police harrasment of gay 
bars in New York City, the first being the 
historic Christopher Street riot in June of 
1969 which lasted for three days, drew 
‘out the entire New York tac squad and 
has been called the beginning of the gay 
lib movement. However, whereas reports 
were that police were verbally harrasing 
the Stud crowd, and swinging on them 


with clubs, the crowd responded with 
only a few jeers...even as it witnessed 
the sudden shooting. 

Rankin was informed of the incident 
at the Switchboard only hours after it 
occured, and the Switchboard compiled 
eye-witness reports Saturday, and 
distributed leaflets in the south-of-Market 
gay bars Saturday night warning of the 
implications of what had happened.

They 
sleep, drifting past Cairo which puts them 
into the South with a capital S. 

Cairo. Little Egypt. The loveliness ot 
the Delta, The sleepiness of the South. 
arge, expansive, Midwestern skies. The 
South with a small s. 

Everything Amerikan can be found in 
Cairo: including the corpse of a 72 year 
old black gardener beaten to death by a 
fundamentalist white preacher. Reason? 
The gardener, of course, was trying to 
rape the preachers wife. So said the 
preacher. The all-white jury agreed. 
*Justifiable homocide" was the verdict 
returned. This happened in 1970, in case 
you were wondering. 

Bul that is one incident, one spark, in 
a situation that has been growing steadily 
worse for a long time now. 

Cairo has been virtually an occupied 
city since February of this year. Governor 
Ogilvie, in a move reminiscent of the 
DuPonts in Wilmington (there it was the 
guard) sent in a hundred state troopers to 
harass and contain the growing discontent 
of black people there. 

During the summer, in the face of 
mounting tensions, Ogilvie met secretly 
with members of the local klan. Perhaps 
telling them to cool it; the number 
lante incidents was now on the rise 
making things even more tense, and 
besides, that's what the state troopers 
were there for in the first place. 

Much of what has been happening in 
Cairo has been covered up in the local pig 
daily. Other stories, such as a reported 
black guerilla attack on the local police 
station, are pure fabrication. The attack 
never happened. 

It was used as an excuse for what 
followed. What followed was an attack on 
the black community by both police and 
local vigilantes. In fact, in the last year, 
over 22 black owned businesses have been 
firebombed, burned to the ground, or 


terrible, Industry has been declining. Of 
course, blacks are the first to feel iL. 

There is now a United Front in Cairo 
attempting to organize and prepare the 
black community for the long winter 
ahead, There is a boycott of white-owned 
businesses because of their racist hiring 
practices. 

The boycott has been very effective. 
Conditions in Cairo have brought the 
black community together. They drive 35 
miles east or west (Kentucky or 
Missiouri) to buy what they need. 
White-owned stores are near bankruptc: 
Cairo remains an armed camp. A 
Christmas draws near, no solution is in 
sight.

Just 
as, they did to dozens of hippies at 
Altamont. We split in a hurry. 

It must have been that way with 
Meredith Hunter. Except that he was 
black end there was nowhere for the 
people up front to split to. It is important 
that Meredith Hunter was black. What 
ties the white people of, Oakland, to 
the Hells Angels is their instinctive hatred 
of ihe black man. They can't see 
convicting a white man for the murder of 
a black man. 

Suppose Hunter were being attacked 
and shot a Hells Angel? 

What then?

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Two chicano brothers, Roy and 
Ricardo Aleorcha, face from fifteen years 
to life imprisonment resulting from a 
police confrontation on Sept. 10, 1970. 
The two brothers were victimized because 
they are brown, choose to have long hair, 
and have past records. 

The two brothers were harassed in the 
usual manner, They were stopped by 
three pig cars in Union City for an I.D. 
check. The pigs proceeded to search their 
ear without a warrant. When Roy and 
Ricardo reacted to this search, and 
demanded to be allowed to leave, they 
were harassed further and split on foot. 
The pigs followed them, and Roy got 
away while Ricardo was busted. 

The charges are assault and battery on 
an officer (totally fictitious), and assault 
with a deadly weapon (while searching 
the car, the pigs found a pop bottle and 
claimed that as the alleged “deadly 
weapon”.) 

Roy is still in self-exile because of his 
past experiences with the Dept. of 
Injustice, and the discrimination of the 
courts against chicanos, Ricardo was 
arraigned on Dec. 7, in Superior Court in 
Oakland, He pleaded “Not Guilty” to all 
charges and was released on $3000 bail 


Last week the Swiss ambassador to 
Brazil, Giovanni Henric Bucher, was 
kidnapped by Brazilian guerrillas in Rio 
de Janeiro, Three demands were made for 
his release: 


1. Freedom for 70 political prisoners, 
and transportation to Mexico, Chile, and 
Algeria. 

2. The airing of their revolutionary 
manifesto on Brazilian televison, radio, 
and in the pres 

3. Two days 
Brazilians on certain sectors of 
railroads. 

The government has made it clear 
that it is willing to honor only the first of 
the three demands. While this is the first 
time they have ever refused any of the 
guerrilla’s demands, it is*also the first 
time that one has been so specifically 
aimed at the needs of the Brazilian 
people. 

For several years now there has been a 
split or difference within the Brazilian 
left wing. Student, worker, and 
Communist Party groups maintained that 
organizing and creating support among 
the masses had to precede armed struggle, 
while "revolutionary" groups believed the 
people would be organized through the 
process of armed struggle. 

In recent months, there has been a 
strong move towards more unification of 
these two ideas. The third demand of the 
guerrilla kidnappers shows a realization 
that they must meet. people's needs more 
concretely, within the context of urban 
guerrilla actions. 

The government realizes that this 
move” is geared specifically towards 
creating more support for the guerrillas

among the masses, and that it would be 


death for them to accept the third 
demand. The Swiss ambassador was 
chosen apparently for two reasons: First, 
because the Swiss government recently 


refused political asylum to two Brazilian 
exiles. There is a more subtle reason, too 
to point out that Switzerland's 
so-called “neutrality” is a facade. In their 
position as world bankers, or brokers, 
who'll wheel and deal for the highest 
bidder, they serve the the elite — a 
collection of the world's most despicable 
oppressors. 

The press announced at the time of 
the kidnapping that leaflets had been 
passed out attributing the action to the 
ALN (National Liberation Action). This 
is the group to which both Carlos 
Marighella and. Camaro Ferreira, his 
belonged. Ferreira's death, 
reportedly of an heart attack following 
capture in a police ambush was 
announced recently, and it was in 
commeration of him that the kidnapping 
took place. Among other things, Ferreira 
worked towards unifying the 
revolutionary left of Brazil. 

More recent reports say that the note 
containing the conditions for Bucher's 
release came from the VPR (Popular 
Revolutionary Vanguard). This is the 
closest group to the ALN and it is 
possible that the kidnapping was a joint 
action. More likely, however, the press 
was confused at first and attributed the 
action to the ALN because it was in 
commemoration of Ferreira. 

In a recent interview, Ladislaw Dobor, 
VPR leader, explained how kidnappings 
are carried out in Brazil. He used that of 


the Japanese Consul as an 
example: One person in a Volkswagon 
began to swerve as if out of control, and 
motioned to the consul's chauffeur to 
stop. He did, not wanting to get hit. Six 
people immediately approached the car. 
Dobor told the chauffeur to™keep calm 
while two others took the consul away in 
a car. Another car followed. The whole 
took less than four minutes. They 
s use two cars, both with firing 
s. If there is any trouble, they try to 
get the police sandwiched in between. 
Actions are always carefully planned 
Tor two or three weeks. They know the 
terrain and habits of the police in the 
vicinity perfectly. They don't like to fire, 
and in fact the only time the VPR has 
had to fire a shot, was when Dobor was 


captured. É

no bail. Tortures are so extreme that 50% 
of severely wounded tortured prisoners 
die, The judicial em is closely linked 
with the repressive dictatorship to the 
point that innocent people (priests and 
young girls), as well as revolutionaries, are 
sentenced to 20 years. Important people 
have to be kidnapped in order to free 
them. 

The latest communication from the 
guerrillas said that Bucher was seriously 
ill. 2500 troops were sent to a jungle area 
where it was thought he might be hidden, 
As of Wednesday they were being pulled 
out without having found anything. 
Hopefully by the time this comes out, the 
Brazilian dictatorship will have accepted 
defeat, and agreed to the demands of the 
VPR.

History will 
absolve you ! 
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In England, belonging to a union is 
like having a draft card here: merely 
another way to have your identity 
computerized and programmed by the 
Bureaucrats. Everybody's in a 
union, and in the wasted proletarian 
towns of the English midlands, they 
interview union leaders on the BBC the 
way they interview a baseball player in 
Brooklyn. Proletarian culture: ask the 
union leader his favorite records, movie 
stars, hair cream, beer, hymn. 

Those who manufacture the 
one—dimensional national culture dig the 
unions; they relate to their respect for 
hierarchies and authori structures 
which replicate an Army's chain of 
command or the Vatican's lines of 
succession, their inculcation of obedience 
and the Protestant ethic. 

Still, the union bureaucracy and the 


state come to blows from time to time. 
The present strike by workers in electric 
generating plants, which reduced the 
Queen to using candles one day last week, 
is the latest round in a battle which began 
nearly eighteen months ago. Although the 
immediate issue is wage demands, the 
larger question concerns a Tory legislative 
package on labor relations. Like the 
Labour Government before them, the 
Tories are fighting the unions over the 
question of WHO should control the 
workers. 

The unions, like the Mafia, want to 
write their own rules; the workers are 
their turf. The Government wants to 
reserve the right to off uppity unions. 
The legislation wouid force everybody 
into unions (which the union bureaucrats 
dig) but would force the unions to get an 
official seal of approval (something the 
unions are squeamish about). 

Strikes outside the officially stamped 


unions would become crimes as in Spain. 
Maybe they would end up calling the 
Prime Minister Generalissimo. 

‘The Government is moving to break 
the power strike. To give in to the 
workers' demands would be an economic 
crisis, according to Heath. It's simple. The 
electrical workers are greedy. They earn 
7.60 per week and want a 25% 
increase; the Government says à 10% 
increase would wreck the economy. 
Inflation. 

But they do recognize human needs, 
over and above the impersonal 
requirements of the market, The 
Chairman of the national coal industry 
nearly died of the cold last winter. With a 
$42,000 salary, he couldn’t afford a new 
sweater; only his skill at ripping off 
chunks of coal from his office pulled him 
through. An injustice, said the. Prime 
Minister. So the Chairman has been voted 
an emergency raise of $6,000. 

Xmas spirit. Help the needy! 


It is forty years since a small core of 
Vietnames revolutionaries committed 
themselves to armed struggle. They knew 
they would have to fight; they took it for 
granted. 

But launching an insurrection came 
much later. When spontaneous violence 
broke out against the French, in the wake 
of strikes or land struggles, the 
revolutionaries gave support; some gave 
their lives. But it was not until World War 
M that the revolutionaries formed their 
own army and took the decisive step of 
calling the people to arms. 

Christmas Eve marks the official 
anniversary of the Vietnam People’s 
Army. It began in 1944 as thirty-four 
soldiers, They called themselves an 
Armed Propaganda Detachment at first, 
to emphasize that their primary tasks 
were to arouse the people, rather than 
win military battles, Even as they built 
into the most formidable fighting force in 
Southeast Asia, politics remained their 
strongest weapon, the quarantee of 
victory, 

The first attacks, twenty—six years 
ago, could hardly be recognized as 
military assaults. They knocked out two 
French outposts on the 
Chinese—Vietnamese border, ripped off 


some weapons, made no effort: to hold! 
the posts, disappeared into the night. 

A decade later came Dienbienphu, the 
dramatic victory which transformed the 


Position of the Vietnamese at the peace 
talks then going on in Geneva. A 
settlement was reached, the country was 
divided, ostensibly for the sole purpose of 
facilitating troop withdrawls. The 
People’s Army pulled its units 
northwards; the French Army withdrew 
to the south and then shipped homeward. 


The next five years began the 
Americanization of Saigon. As the 
Vietnamese petitioned for the 
implementation of the Geneva 
Agreements (most importantly, the 
reunification of the country), the 
Americans set up the Ngo Dinh Diem 
dictatorship, trained his brother's pig 
force at Michigan State, bought him what 
support they could in Saigon. Incredibly, 
he “marshalled fewer allies than the 
French placemen who had preceded him. 

The US strategy in those days was 
simple: round up the population in 
"strategic hamlets,” hunt down and kill 
anyone linked to the revolutionaries who 
had successfully expelled the French. 
Diem and his family went overboard. 
They moved like warlords, hunting down 
not only the old resistance, but any rival 
element with an independent power base. 
They moved on two religious sects, the 
Cao Dai and the Hoa Hao, in the late 
fifties; although the sects were 
anti—communist to the point of fighting 
beside the French in the earlier war, their 
loyality to Diem's Catholic regime_was in 
doubt. 

Diem imported mobile guillotines and 
passed Law 10/59 to enable the pigs to 
use them in summary verdicts against 
suspected revolutionaries. In the cities 
there were demonstrations, protests, 
attempts at diplomacy. In the 
countryside, people resorted to armed 
self—defense, By 1959 the sects had 
declared war on the regime. A year later 
‘there was a new coalition, embraci 
them, the revolutionary underground, 
and a wide range of other tendencies 
united in their opposition to the regime. 
This coalition was officially constituted 
as the National Liberation Front of South 
Vietnam on December 20, 1960. 

The NLF is ten years old this week. It 
remains the bulwark of the revolutionary 
struggle in South Vietnam. But in 
addition to its steady growth, there is an 
even more rapid deterioration in the base 
of the American rentapigs in Saigon. So 
new ) Coalitions arise, even broader than 
the NLF. After Tet, there was the 
Provisional Revolutionary Government; 
just this fall, the Popular Front for the 
Defense of Peace appeared in Saigon, 
mirroring further disaffection among the 
old elite. 

A couple of years after the NLF was 
formed, the US made a last ditch effort 
to win politically. They'd been calling the 
NLF ‘‘Viet Cong" (Vietnamese 
Commies). That was about as effective as 
Spiro Agnew labelling Ron Dellums a 
Panther. So the USIA started a contest to 
rename the VC, offering a prize of $47 to 
anyone who could think of a label that 
would make the people hate the 
querrillas, The contest got nowhere, and 
the Americans went back to firepower 
and terror. 

What the NLF has shown in ten years 
is that victory is political. Each day it 
comes nearer, but no one in Vietnam 
forgets how long the was has been. No 


7 one dreams of a quick end to the fighting. 


Ten years of the NLF has changed us, 


$ too. We still have much to learn from our 


sisters and brothers in Vietnam. Our 


revolution is lucky to have such teachers.

We talked about the war in Vietnam at 
the Tribe men’s meeting this week; how 
the war had affected each of us 
personally. 

We agreed that the war had been a 
major factor in unmasking the genocidal, 
racist nature of Amerikan society for us. 
That we support the N.L.F. That the best 
way to support them is to fight for our 
own revolution in Amerika. 

We talked about how this was the first 
of Amerika’s wars that didn’t have the 
support of most of the people — since 
1776, that is. That most people in the 
U.S. are, at least passively, against the 
Vietnam War. That very few people 
actively, or even verbally, support it. 

Still, we recognized the failure of the 
movement to mobilize that opposition to 
the war. How we haven’t been able to 
educate enough people to the fact that 
the War on Vietnam is an inevitable 
outgrowth of Amerikan imperialism. How 
even those of us who understand the total 
moral rottenness of Amerikan society 
have failed to keep the pressure on the 
U.S. government so that they'll HAVE to 
get out of Vietnam, 

We talked about how the war, for 
most of the movement, has been only a 
sporadic focus for activity. How it has 
been more like a recurring nightmare that 
has cropped up a number of times over 
the past few years; but has not been a 
day-to-day concern for most of us. 

Our minds were blown by the 
different ways we'd been affected by 
Vietnam. One brother said Vietnam was 
paramount in his radicalization, that it 
occupied most of his time for five years. 
Another said the war had nothing to do 
with him dropping out and, then, turning 
to revolutionary politics. 

Part of the differences undoubtedly 


“=g come from the varying amounts of time 


each of us have been on earth. We span a 
dozen years, from 18 to 30. But 
surprisingly, some of the older men had 
only come to understand the Vietnam 


War recently. More recently than some of 
the much younger people. 

Most of us first became aware of the 
implications of Vietnam in school; 
college, high school, or grammar school. 
Some had already dropped out of the 


Mu 
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Amerikan dream. One was in the army. 

Most of us felt that coming to 
understand the Vietnam War was one of 
the major factors in radicalizing us, but 
that it was interwoven with other factors. 

A realization of how Black people and 
others of the Third World are cruelly 
oppressed WITHIN the United States was 
at least as important as the War in 
Vietnam for most of us. One brother said 
that, being black, he had his own fight 
long before he heard about Vietnam. 

Some white brothers said their first, or 
most important, political struggles were 
with the civil rights movement, or, later, 
the Black liberation struggle. Others said 
their work against the war was more 
important to them. 

The knowledge of our own alienation, 
either unable or unwilling to join the 
Grand Amerikan Death March, was 
another important factor. Some of us 
were pushed out as early as grade school. 
Others voluntarily left the ranks. But at 
some point we all realized we were misfits 
in the Middle American Mold. That we 
had to build our lives outside it. 

Dope, rock music, hip culture were 
where a lot of us dropped out to. Some 
of us went through hard drinking, hard 
dope, hard times, or profound loneliness 
before finding a thing to drop into; a 
thing we could feel good about; the 
beginnings of a New Nation. 

The draft had a lot less affect on our 
collective than we might have imagined. 
Only two actually served time in the 
military. Most of us got off, although 
some still face the ominous possibility. 
Interestingly, the psychological threat of 
induction didn’t seem to affect most of 
us very deeply. Most felt we could deal 
with it, if it came up. 

Probably more important was the 
experience of friends who had gone to 
Vietnam. Stories and pictures of 
American atrocities sent by a friend were 
the prime reasons for involving at least 
one brother in politics. The destruction 
of our brothers, by death or irreparable 

Y 


mental and physical damage, was a 
powerful indictment against the.war. 

The proliferation of books, movies, 
papers, pamphlets .... about Vietnam 
makes knowledge of it ever more 
accessible. This is also the first daily 
televised war — an important factor in 
radicalizing people. 

All these struggles and influences 
helped give us a revolutionary 
perspective. But we agreed that all the 
battles have come together more and 
more — against the war, racism, 
university, sexism, board of supervisors, 
big’ business, pentagon, landlord, 
pollution, city council ..... As our 
limited or parochial aims come to include 
the whole fabric of the Amerikan system, 
as we confront the Monster in all its 
forms, we become more revolutionary. 

As one brother said, “I remember 
being hesitant about supporting the 
N.L.F. I don’t recall exactly when I 
decided it was a good thing to do. But 
after the Sproul sit-in in the fall, the 
Third World strike in the winter, People’s 
Park in the spring, and two busts — I 
realized that I completely supported the 
NE.” 

The problem for us today is to put 
that support into practice. To inflict a 
political consequence for each escalation 
(as we failed to do after the bombing 
resumption and commando raid). To 
keep constant pressure on the 
government. To build a mass movement 
against Amerikan imperialism. To build 
our revolution. 


We all feel a great love for the 
Vietnamese: Their strength. Their 
perseverance. Their humanity. The love 
they show individual Americans and the 
American people, despite the destruction 
of their land and the mass murder of their 
people. Their communal spirit. Their will 
to fight..... 

We look to the Vietnamese (the 
“enemy”, as they say on TV) as models 
for our revolution. Of course, Tour 
revolution will be much different. But 
their successful fight against “the most 
powerful armed force the world has ever 
known" has given us hope. Their tenacity

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Luis Talamantes walked into the San 
Quentin ‘courtroom’ Tuesday wearing 
chains, a fist and a smile for the 12 
supporters who came out to see that he is 
not railroaded to the gas chamber. 

The illegal hearing inside the walls of 
[prison were to hear arguments from 
defense attorney Larry Weiss and deputy 
D.A. Albert Smith on three motions by 
the defense to assure that a proper 
defense investigation could be made. Not 
surprisingly, Smith argued against each 
request. 

Luis, who is already serving a life 
sentence, is charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon on another Chicano 
prisoner, If convicted, the sentence will 
be DEATH. This mandatory by statute. 

The defense has asked the court to 
allow Luis to be present during interviews 
of prisoners by Weiss so that the prisoners 
would not be suspicious of the attorney. 
One of the first things prisoners learn in 
the joint is not to talk to strange lawyers 
about anything that takes place inside. 
Without Luis' presence very few prisoners 
would be willing to talk to Weiss, or if 
they would, to give him a straight story. 

Smith's argument in rebuttal was a 
masterpiece of gobbledegook. He talked 
about security problems for ten minutes 
that were clear to no one, not even 
himself. 

Weiss replied that there were no 
security problems and that it would also 
be necessary for Luis to be present to 
translate since many of the prisoners to 
be interviewed speak little or no English. 

Smith said that if that were the case 
then the prison administration could 
appoint a Spanish-speaking trustee to 
translate, 

“We would not trust any trustee 
appointed by the prison administration. 

here is no reason why we should." 
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WiLL FLY OUT 


The next motion was for the court to 
order that a civilian photographer be 
allowed into the prison to take pictures 
of the area where the fight took place. It 
was also requested that Luis be allowed 
to be present to show the photographer 
what to shoot and how. 

Again the D.A. raised objections on 
the grounds of security against Luis being 
present and the use of an outside 
photographer. He wanted another 
prisoner to do the photowork, Smith 


"seemed to express righteous concern for 


the welfare of any photographer who 
came into close contact with Luis. 

Weiss rose out of his chair and said, 
“Would Mr. Talamantes attack his own 
photographer and beat the hell out of 
him?” 

Luis also got into it, “I wouldn't trust 
some of the photographers in here.” 

“You have a lawyer to speak for you, 
Mr. Talamantes.” The judge seemed to be 
upset that Luis was so uppity as to dare 
speak for himself. 

“Let me get this straight,” the judge 

"You're saying that iri order to get a 
air trial you must have a civilian 
photographer, not a prisoner.” 

* Absolutely." 

The D.A. jumped up and said that it 
wasn't necessary for a civilian 
photographer or for Luis to be present. 
The prison authorities could show the 
photographer the area where the incident 
took place. "You say we should take 
the word of the state about where certain 
incidents took place. Well, I don't think 
that proper defense preparation would 
allow me to take the state's word for 
anything. We need Talamantes to tell the 
photographer how to shoot the pictures.” 

"The court will review the matter and 
issue a minute order at a latter date.” 

Before the judge adjourned the court

he remembered that Luis had not entered 
a plea, When he mentioned this and asked 
for a plea Luis got up from his chair and 
told the court “I do not recognize this 
court as a proper court of law. 1 will not 
enter a plea until all procedings are 
removed from the prison. These hearings 
constitute cruel and unusual 
punishment," 

The judge graciously took note of the 
objection — for the third time in Luis’ 
series of hearings — and accepted a plea 
of not guilty and not guilty by reason of 
insanity from Weiss. He did this after 
checking with Luis to see if this would be 
his plea if he did not have any objections 
to the procedings. Luis said that it was. 

The trial, which is expected to take 
from six to eight weeks has been 
scheduled for April 26, 1971 at 9:15 a.m. 
In the interim there will be a series of 
hearings for defense discovery motions. 

Luis Talamantes is the victim of the 
racism of prison authorities who try to 
keep racial tensions high not only 
between the different races and ethnic 
groups, but within them as well. Things 
are changing inside San Quentin, 
however. 

Last week the Tribe interviewed a 
white prisoner who had just been released 
from San Quentin. He admitted that 
when he had entered there 22 months ago 
that he was a racist. But in that period of 
time he came to realize that the racial 
tensions inside are intentionally fostered 
by the authorities to keep the priosners 
from organizing. The different groups 
inside do not yet love each other, but 
they are being “tolerant” and are now 
working with each other. 

When asked what the politic 
consciousness of the prisoners was he-told| 
us that “90% of us are revolutionaries 
who are ready to throw bombs.” 


Experienced trial lawyers will always 
maintain that a case is won or lost in the 
selection of a jury (voir dire). 

In a political case, each lawyer will 
weed out through challenges for cause all 
jurors favorable to the other side. Anyone 
not obviously prejudiced but who seems 
biased will be knocked off the jury with a 
peremptory challenge. 

In the trial of Bobby Seale and Ericka 
Huggins, Judge Mulvey is refusing to 
dismiss for cause any but the most 
blatantly prejudiced jurors. So defense 
lawyer Charles Garry has had to use up 
23 of his 60 challenges. 

State's attorney Markle has used only 
13 of his challenges. If Garry runs out 
before Markle, what in effect happens is 
that Markle picks the rest of the jury. 

So far there are still only three jurors 
seated. One is a middleaged white 
mailman who has four children and is 
married to a woman who works in a 
factory. He has no feelings about the 
Black Panther Party. 

The second is a black man, a retired 
Olin Matheison janitor. He knows nothing 
of the case, he says, or of the Panthers. 

The third is a 41-year-old black 
woman who is an Avon representative. 
She says she knows nothing of the case 
'and has formed no opinion. 

Markle has been excusing all jurors

who are young, or who are black and 
seem to possess some political awareness. 

Since Markle seeks the death penalty, 
he is allowed to exclude from the jury, 
for cause, anyone who doesn’t believe in 
or who has serious doubts about capital 
punishment. Most of these people are 
young or non-white. 

Garry has had to use up his 
peremptory challenges to exclude those 
who obviously sympathize with Markle 
but won’t say so openly. Judge Mulvey 
has been coaching them on how not to 
admit their biases, and give “correct” 
responses. 

The support situation in New Haven 
still looks bleak. One person who went to 
the trial on Tuesday reported twelve 
unoccupied seats in a spectator section 
which holds thirty. 

She indicated that even this was an 
improvement on the situation in the past 
few weeks.

psychedelic amps. Among these are MDA, 
TMA, MMDA, Tma-2, and DOM (STP). 
They are all amps. The speed effect in 
these are small. With the exception of 
MDA, all give hallucinations in teasonable 
doses. They usually turn on physical 
sensations (like mescaline)much more 
than acid. They also produce much less 
head-tripping and spirituality than does 
LSD. Bad trips are rare with experienced 
heads, but possible with others that fear 
the strong physical reactions they give. 

These chemicals should be freed from 
the blanket negativity laid on speed, since 
they are much less addicting and 
potentially less harmful. They can be 
used to excess though; more than one 
trip a week robs your health, energy and 
spirit. 

Since acid prices are so low, few labs 
engage in the production of these exotic 
drugs for financial reasons. They are more 
expensive to make. The small amounts 
that are around cost upwards of $2 a hit. 
1f you are tired of acid, don't like acid, 
want a new trip, or like to experiment: 
try some MDA or TMA-2 if you can get 
it. If you want to learn more contact me.

research 

In Berkeley, where most everyone 
smokes dope, a couple of WIERD 
research projects are underway at U.C. 

One project is entitled “Identification 
of Marijuana in Blood, Urine, and Saliva.” 
“Based on this,” says the course 
description, “a simple, sensitive and rapid 
test for identifying a marijauna user could 
be established.” 

Paul L. Kirk is the director of the 
program. The Campus Research Office 
got $10,000 from the National Institute 
for Law Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice (Justice Department) for this 
project. 

The School of Social Welfare has 
another drug research project going. 
Specifics aren’t yet known, but the 
backgrounds of the researchers include 
similar projects for the US Army and the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons. 

They’ll be looking into the prevalence 
of drugs and the extent of drug use in the 
community. They'll be making contacts 
with community agencies sto get the 
information soon. Don’t cooperate,
